MOSCOW (A P)—Soviet scien­ 
tists have launched two dogs 
into orbit in an experim ent ap­ 
parently aimed at taking man 
farther and longer into space. 
An official announcement said 
the dogs were lofted Tuesday 
aboard the satellite Cosmos 110. 
It said the anim als, nam ed Vet- 
erok — Breeze — and Ugolyok 
— Little Coal-Nut — were orbit­ 
ing the earth every 96 minutes 
18 seconds. 
The Soviet news agency Tass 
said the farthest point of their 
orbit is more than 500 miles 
from the earth. 
This is the point where radia­ 
tion may be dangerous to living 
organism s. They may be trying 
out 
protective garb for deep 
space travel. 
Western scientists believe that 
if their journey is successful it 
will be followed by a new Soviet 
space spectacular. 
It could be an attem pt to put 
a 
satellite, 
probably carrying 
more dogs, around the moon. Or 
it could be a try at landing dogs 
on tile moon to test conditions 
for sending hum ans there. 
More likely, these scientists 
believe, would be an attem pt to 
orbit a large space laboratory 
round the earth.

Wayward Guidelines 


President Johnson's noninflationary 
economic guidelines are in hot water. 
The 3.2 per cent limit on wage in­ 
creases has been more breached than 
honored in virtually all important labor 
contracts. 
The theory behind the limit is that 
an increase of 3.2 per cent in wages can 
be instituted without any increase in 
prices, since industrial productivity has 
been rising at about 3.2 per cent an­ 
nually. One balances out the other, and 
theoretically inflation is held in check. 
It has not worked that way in prac­ 
tice, principally because the one-sided 
enforcement of guidelines — industry, 
yes; labor, no — has allowed labor 
costs to rise well beyond the guidelines. 
Now. a further problem is appearing. 
Current economic conditions are cut­ 
ting seriously into the productivity of 
U. S. manufacturing industry. This is 
particularly evident in the cost of labor 
per unit of production, which had been 
held fairly constant in recent years. 
The shortage of skilled labor, for ex­ 
ample. has forced the employment of 
workers who are inadequately trained 
Dr otherwise less qualified. In some 
cases, plant capacity is left idle be­ 
cause workers are not available to 
operate it. 
The same situation is true of plants 


and equipment. As demand increases 
for products, older and less efficient 
units are called back into production. 
Productivity suffers in such instances. 
Labor costs are further increased by 
the significant increase in fringe bene­ 
fits, plus the rise in social security 
taxes which went into effect on Jan. I. 
The new situation is clearly reflected 
in a comparison of sales and payrolls. 
Whereas a year ago sales increased 
faster than payrolls, the reverse is now 
true. In the first quarter of 1965, man­ 
ufacturers’ sales rose by 3.7 per cent, 
and payrolls increased 3.3 per cent. In 
the last quarter, however, sales were 
up only 1.7 per cent, but payrolls rose 
by 2.1 per cent. 
At the moment, there is little relief 
in sight. In fact, the situation is likely 
to continue, with additional burdens be­ 
ing imposed by the rise in the cost of 
raw materials and the increase in de­ 
preciation rates due to heavy plant con­ 
struction programs of recent months. 
While the President periodically re­ 
states his devotion to the guidelines for 
noninflationary pay increases, econom­ 
ic conditions seem to have outrun the 
policlv. What is likely to happen is that 
the guidelines will continue to be used 
as levers for higher pay and as sup­ 
pressors of balancing price increases. 
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Korean Threat 


Frequently, in discussions of the pos­ 
sible recriminations by Red China if 
the United States were to strive more 
aggressively to throw the Chinese and 
their North Viet Nam stooges out of 
South Viet Nam, it is mentioned that 
Red China just might reopen the Ko­ 
rean War if it got the impression the 
United States meant business in South­ 
east Asia. 
Of course, the defeatists hold up the 
supposedly awesome power of Red Chi­ 
nese m asses as a sort of bogey man to 
keep the U. S. from accomplishing an 
Honorable objective. Senators and oth­ 
ers who .seem more interested in back­ 
ing away from the dedicated aggres­ 
siveness of the communist world than 
in facing it may make some noise and 
manage to create some diversion in the 
land, but in the end it is not they who 
will make the policy. 
But in using a possible Chinese inva­ 
sion of South Korea as a reason for get­ 
ting out of Viet Nam, the appeasers 
overlook the very nature of the enemy.

WASHINGTON (A P ) — The i 
colonists 
registered 
a lot of 
beefs against George III in the 
Declaration 
of 
Independence. 
Among them “ He has made 
judges on his will alone, for the 
tenure of their offices and the 
amount and payment of their 
salaries.” 


Such was not to be in the new 
United States they were setting 
up. 
Once appointed by the Presi­ 
dent with the Senate’s consent, I 
federal judges were lo sit “ dur­ 
ing good behavior” — in effect, 
for life. They were to be 
re-1 
moved only through impeach­ 
ment by the House and convic­ 
tion by the Senate. 
So was the process laid out in < 
the U.S. Constitution, and so it 
has been to this day. 
Judges have been pressured 
to quit and some have taken the 
hint. 
But 
only 
four 
federal ; 
judges have been removed from 
office, all after impeachment. 
The federal judiciary remains! 
essentially 
independent 
and 
there 
the matter 
would 
rest 
except the problem of the occa­ 
sional infirm, inept or senile 
judge who won’t go away. 
Several 
states have expcri- J 
mented 
with 
easier 
removal 
methods 
and 
one, 
California, 
with 
apparently 
notable 
suc­ 
cess. A special commission in­ 
vestigates 
charges 
against j 
judges and recoin mends to the 
State Supreme Court that they 
be removed. 
Now the experimenting has 
spread to the federal system. 
The appellate judges in the 
loth Circuit are trying to nudge 
U.S. 
Dist. 
Judge 
Stephen S. 
Chandler from the bench by not 


letting him hear new cases. 
They are using as a vehicle a 
federal law that gave the Cir­ 
cuit Courts’ Judicial Councils 
the power to issue “ orders for 
the 
effective 
and 
expeditious 
administration” of the District 
Courts. 
Chandler, who is 65 and could 
have retired 
at full pay, 
is 
fighting back and has appealed 
to the Supreme Court. There the 
matter still hangs. 
Meanwhile, a Senate subcom­ 
mittee headed by Sen. Joseph 
D. Tydings, D-Md., has held 
hearings on ways to get rid of 
unfit judges. Everyone agreed 
easier 
removal 
methods 
arc 
needed, but otherwise there was 
a decided lack of consensus. 
“ I suggest that we will be at 
this job for some time,” Tyd 
ings said. 
So will the American Bar As­ 
sociation, which opened a com­ 
prehensive study last August. 
Off in the distance, if enough 
judges 
and 
congressmen 
be­ 
come exercised about the prob 
lem, could be a law — or even a 
constitutional 
amendment 
— 
setting up new procedures for 


examining a judge’s fitness. 
But 
even 
if 
unintentional, 
could the result be a weakening 
of the judiciary’s independece? 
Could this amount to throwinf 
out the baby with the bath? 
Even the Supreme Court has 
had its share of judges who tar- 
ried on the bench long aftef 
their own colleagues thought 
them unfit. 
Still, in his 1927 history of th* 
court. Charles Evans Hughe* 
was suspicious of removal and 
recall proposals—as old as the. 
nation itself. 
“ The method of appointment, 
the dignity of the office and the 
force of public opinion/* 
he 
wrote, “ have proved to be ade­ 
quate 
guaranties 
against 
breaches of duty which could be 
regarded as warranting remov* 
a1.” 
Hughes, who three years later 
was to become the nation s lith 
chief justice, saw in removal 
proposals a “ desire to obtain a 
political control of decisions’* 
and warned that judges must 
perate “ in 
a nonpolitical at­ 
mosphere” with “ freedom from 
anxiety as to their futures.”
